dying your good Subjects. Count Coloredo, Vice Chan- 
cellor, remov’d all the Archives from thisCity, and car- 
ried them fafely toPresbourg, Couriers pafs daily be- 
tween this Place and Paris, whence fome People con- 
clude that a Negociation is on foot tor fettling the 
Tranquility of Germany.
